SUCCESS NOTED IN KEEPING OUT INDONESIAN FISHERMEN 
Perth THE WEST AUSTRALIAN in English 13 May 81 p 30 
[Article by Norman Aiebett) 


[Text] The Fisheries Department is set to claim 4 victory over Indonesian 
fishermen who traditionally raid WA's northern watere at thie time of year. 


The victory lies in the fact that no Indonesian boats have been sighted this year 
in the watere which are off limite to them. 


This is despite the fact that late March has long been regarded by the Indonesians 
ae the time to push south into Australian territorial limite in quest of fish and 
trochus shell. 


The first intrusion by the unsophisticated craft with their intrepid little crew- 
men usually laste till late June. After 4 mid-year lull, they are back again till 
November. 


Fisheries officials are maintaining a fingers-crossed approach, but the signe of 
success in the struggle against the annual intrusions are there. 


The victory is being traced back to the decision last year to deal harshly with 
the skippers of two boate that were landed on islands in Kine & ond.

Both had their craft confiscatec--a move that took away their means of making a 
living. 


The decision, in a Koolan Island court, left them crying. 

One of the skippers had added reason to weep. Because he had ignored previous 
warnings, the court also imposed on him a $50 fine--emall by Australian standards 
but immense in view of his estimated annual income. 


Fisheries officials moved quickly to gain maximum value from the arrests. 


According to a Fisheries Department officer, Nr Neil McLaughlan, the Indonesians, 
while in custody, were instructed to write home with an account of the measures 
being taken against them.

"Quite a few boats are etill being sighted in watere covered by the memorandum,” 
Mr MeLaughlan said, 


"Hut, with regard to the reset of Australia’s territorial waters, if seems they 
realise that Australia means business and will prosecute when breaches occur.” 


The previous policy had been to warn the Indo-esians, even to the extent of air- 
Jropping leaflets carrying maps of prohibited «reas. 


"We recorpnised that many of them were very poor peo; le.. subsistence fishermen," 
“Mr MeLaughlan eaid. “However, the numbers grew to such an extent that they repre- 
sented a commercial invasion. 


"The arrests were made last year when it became apparent that the waraings were 
having no effect.”

DRELLING VESSELS POLICY--Canberra.--Following industry pressure the Government is 
reviewing its policy preventing exploration companies from importing drilling 
vessels into Auetralia. Under present policy, aimed at protecting the Australian 
shipbuilding industry, foreign drilling vessels cannot be imported if an Australian 
rie or ship ie available. When an overseas vessel is used for a job it must be 
exported after completion of the work. The Minister for Transport, Mr Hunt, said 
in Federal Parliament yesterday that the policy had been under criticism by com- 
panties wishing to drill for ofl off-shore - e had received a number of repre- 
sentations expressing concern about it. There are presently four drilling vessels 
flying the Auetralian flag, none of which are currently working on the Australian 
coast because of a lull in exploration activity. But exploration will soon pick 
up shorply and next year about 45 off-shore wells are expected to be drilled,

COASTAL LIMIT TUNA BOON--The new coastal limits on foreign fishing vessels have 
proved a boon to anglers chasing the prized yellowfin tuna. In fact, they have not 
had it so good for years. Under the new limits, ‘long liners have to keep 300 km 
off the coast. It is no secret that before then they were creeping in close to 
shore and getting the tuna before anglers had a chance to tangle with them. Since 
they have been pushed out to the 300-km zone, captures have gone up dramatically. 
Figures kept by the Sydney Gamefishing Club show that more yellowfin have been 
taken in the first months of the season than in the whole of last year's catch

U.S. ATTITUDE TOWARD LAW OF SEA CONFERENCE CRITICIZED

\Text) Last week, 60 nations met in Colombo under the segis of the Asian- 
Africal Legal Consultative Committee to chalk out their law of the sea strategy. 
Also present were representatives of most of the industrialized nations, 

inc Luding the United States, the USSF, Japan and Britain. 


The developing nations had met to comider whether to allow the United States 
to hold them to ransom until it had reviewed the negotiating text or until 
the industrialized nations had decided to participate in the Law of the Sea 
Conference in a meaningful way, or to set up a time Limit within which 
industrialized nations must act and ‘ailing which, to go ahead with the con- 
vention. 


Judging by the brief report issued at the end of the Colombo conference, the 
United States seems to be succeeding in jeopardizing, in the name of a 

review, the future of the Law of the Sea Conference. The developing nations 
were satisfied with expressing their c»ncern over the American attitude. They 
have even endorsed che program of the conference holding a meeting in Geneva 
in August and urred the fullest cooperation by the states by resolving pending 
issues. 


This wishy-washy resolution, it will be noted, lays down no time limit during 
which the United States must make up its mind. It does not even appeal to the 
United States and other industrialized nations not to implement or formulate 
national legislations on deep sea-bed mining far less telling the United States 
plainly that the rest of the nations would go ahead with the convention should 
the United States fail to cooperate. 


A possible explanation for not taking a firm line can be that since the 

United States and other industrialized nations have the know-how and the funds 
to expl. it the deep sea-bed, a convention minus them would be an empty exercise. 
But the other aspect is, that if the protest is not made now through a united 
stand, the developing world will be presented with a fait accompli. 


The Colombo conference's endorsement to the Law of the Sea Conference's work 
program has to be viewed in light of the statement made by the Reagan 
administration's law of the sea representative, Mr |'. F. Maloney [as heard], 
to the U.S. House of Representatives Committee. He said that a change in the 














leadership of the American delegation was considered essential in order to 
send the signal to other deiegations that the United States could not be 
induced to return immediately, and thus prematurely, to the bargaining table 
by offers of minor technical changes to the draft convention, Thus although 
there will be no dearth of apologists for the August Geneva conference--it 
provides a pleasant stay for a long stretch for the delegations of 

15} counterles==it can be written off as unproductive even now for the 

United States will not be ready with the review by then and the industrialized 
fations will be in sympathy with the American view, 


One might even go further and suggest that the Law of the Sea Conference as at 
present conceived had better be written off. The Reagan administration is not 
only hell bent on making drastic changes in the negotiating text--almst 
finalized after a decade's strenuous effort<-but has even reserved the right 
to coneider whether U.S. interests will not be better served by having no 
convention at all, 


No other industrialized nation hae shown the same amount of belligerency and 
some of them, in particular the United Kingdom, are still talking about the 
commitment to have the convention. They are in the same league and, like 
the United States, already have national legislation on the exploitation 

of the deep sea-bed or in the process of having one. It is time for the 
Third World to wake up. But will it?

EAST COAST FISHING SURVEY~-Visakhapatnam, May l5=--The occurrence of deep sea 
prawn off the east coast has been noticed during an exploratory survey. Accord- 
ing to informed sources sizable resources are available off the Orissa and 

Andhra Pradesh coast at 50 fathoms depth. This ie the first time deep sea prawn 
has been located in the Bay, the sources revealed. The survey also revealed 
there ie rich ground for mackerel fish about 25 a)" | Kalingapatnam (north 
Andhra Pradesh), Puri (south Oriesa) belt at a de: | of tv metres. The 1,009 
equare mile area is capable of yielding about 1,5 ‘onnes per equare mile. 
Hitherto mackerel was being fished in the west coa. + @xport to Gulf countries. 
According to etatiatice available 85,233 tonnes of mackerel were landed during 
1978 out of a total catch of 14.03 lakh tonnes of fish. Kerala, Kamataka and 

Goa together accounted for 80,000 tonnes while Andhra Pradesh could contribute 
only 2,520 tonnes of mackerel. In the weet coast mackerel ise available wichin 

10 miles from the coast while in the east coast it is available 20 to 25 miles 
inside the sea. Scientists noticed biological differences between the species 
available in the west coast and that in the east coast. If properly developed 
and exported to Gulf countries where there is demand for mackerel India can earn 
considerable foreign exchange.

FISHING OPERATIONS OFF ANDHRA PRADESa~--Visakhapatnam, May 18--The Imperial 
Tobacco Company has stopped its deep-sea fishing operations since the beginning 
of May. The company, which opened ite marine products division at Visakhapatnam 
in 1972, was operating two imported trawlers since 1972. According to company 
sources, the stoppage of fishing operations follows the depression in the inter- 
national seafood markets and the decline in profits owing to the rising opera- 
tional costs. The company has, however, decided to continue with its seafood 
export activity. It has, since 1972, exported Rs. 50 crores worth marine 
products from the Visakhapatnam and Calcutta ports. Last year, it exported 183 
tonnes of frozen shrimps worth Rs. 1.2 crores. Meanwhile, the Tatas are under- 
stood to have begun trial fishing operations in the area and are now awaiting 
the government's permission to operate their trawlers. Jenson and Nicholson, 

a leading paint manufacturer in the country, are also said to be planning to 
enter the fishing trade. Meanwhile, the export of shriap from Visakhapatnam has 
touched sew heights this year. In 1980-81, 4,200 tonnes of shrimp was exported 
from here against 3,500 tonnes in 1979-80 and 3,250 tonnes in 1978-79. The two 
ports in Andhra Pradesh--Visakhapatnam and Kakinada--totally account for over 
5,000 tonnes of marine products export every year. These exports from the state 
could be further stepped up if the infrastructural facilities at ports vere 
improved, according to informed sources.

FLSHING TRAWLERS FROM POLAND--Thie country has ordered forty-five fishing trawlers 
from Poland, Out of this figure, twelve trawlers have already been supplied to 
the Federal Ministry of Agriculture, These facts were disclosed by the Polish 
Ambassador to this country, Dr Vito Uher in an ABC Current Affairs Programme, 
Face=To*Pace in Bmugu last weekend. Dr Uher said the trawlers will contribute 
to the exploitation of the fish resources ae well as effectively contribute to 
the Green Revolution Programme of the Federal Government. The ambassador dis~- 
closed that an agreement had also been signed between his country and the Federal 
Geverament for the building of three shipyards in various parts of the country. 
O; the Coal Industry, Dr Uher praised the Federal Government for mechanising it. 
lie obeerved that with installation of a coal washing machine, our coal will 
compare with the beet in the world market. Already over ten thousand tonnes of 
equipment had been introduced into the coal industry in Enugu and other mines in 
parte of the country. Dr Uher ‘vwever, disclosed that it was against the policy 
of the Polish Government to invest directly in developing countries. He empha- 
e'sed that his country only renders assistance with credit, technology and any 
other type of assistance that might be required. He said that it had never been 
the inte tion of Poland to own factories and industries in developing countries

HOTH SIDES ACCEPT RECOMMENDATIONS ON NORWAY-ICELAND SHELF

[Report by Aaemund Willererud: ‘'Norway and Iceland Positive Toward Jan Mayen Pro- 
posal" 


[Text] “Both the Norwegian and Icelandic Governments have indicated that they have 
accepted the recommendations for a division of the Continental Shelf around Jan 
Mayen as a positive basis for further negotiations aimed at a final agreemen: ." 

This was the statement made by American chairman of the arbitration commission Elliot 
Richardson when he presented the commission's recommendations at a press conference 
in Oslo together with Ambassador Jens Evensen. 


The main elements in the recommendations, published simultaneously in Reykjavik and 
Uslo, were known in advance. The commission recommends that Iceland should have a 
continental shelf extending to 200 nautical miles and fo'lowing the fishing zone 
boundary established last year. At the same time the commission recommends joint 
exploitation by Norway and Iceland of any oil or gas resources on the continental 
shelf. Norway will have a right to 25 percent of finds in the Icelandic sector, 
and Iceland to 25 percent of finds in the Norwegian sector of the shelf. 


According to Richardson the commission has taken current law of the sea regulations 
into consideration, but they have not been found useful in the case of the Jan Mayen 
dispute. Richardson said that the commission's recommendation of joint exploita- 
tion of resources rather than a demarcation line outside the economic zones is 
based on thorough geological investigation of the area. Experts are of the opinion 
that the whole region is extremely dubious as far as the presence of hydrocarbons 
is concerned, with the exception of the so-called Jan Mayen ridge, which lies prin- 
cipally on the Norwegian side. 


The report also states that consideration has been paid to the fact that Iceland is 
totally dependent on oil imports and that the country's own continenta shelf con- 
tains har!ly any viable hydrocarbon deposits. The desire to promote cooperaticna 
between Norway and iceland has also been taken into consideration. 


The commi.sion also proposes that any seismological investigations be undertaken by 
the Norwe sian state ofl directors, and that in the { :st round of such investiga- 
tions Norvay should foot the bill.
